Indianapolis, Ind., May 30.—(/)—

With a record smashing crowd of 
160,000 viewing the spectacle Keech, 
daring 28-year-old driver of Phila- 
délphia, bounced his tiny eight-cylin- 
der racing creation over the finish 
tape a winner in 5:07:25:42. Louis) 
Meyer, of Los Angeles, winner of the | 
1928 race, finished second, nearly six | 
minutes behind Keech, with Jimmy | 
Gleason, another Philadelphia driver, 
pulling up in third place. 

Twelve of the 23 drivers 
wheeled their cars out for the start, 
survived the terrific test of speed. 4 
Keech averaged 97.585 miles an howr,| & 
a performance tbat did? not even Jere a 
threaten speed records for the race. : 

Spence Is Killed. 

The race resulted in the death of 
William Spence, 24-year-old driver of 
Los Angeles, and the miraculous es- 
cape of five other drivers. Spence, 
bounding over the two and a half 
mile brick course at terrific speed, 
was killed when on his fortieth mile. 
His car turned over as he was shoot- 
ing out of a turn and going into the 
back stretch. It was the first fatality 
in race since 1919. 

The car had struck a retaining wall 
on skid, threw Spence into the air 
in the middle of the track, turned com- | 
pletely over, righted itself, and then | 
came to a stop far down the track. : 

Spence was thrown clear of the 
ear, but he sustained a fractured skull | 
that resulted in him joining the list | 
of those who have their 
lives in the interest of speed. Spence, | 
unconscious and bleeding from the) 
mouth, was pieked up and rushed to 
the hospital inside the monster racing 
grounds, but he died on the way. 

Keech Wins $40,000. 

There was no suspension of the) 
face when the word was flashed that 
Spence had died of his injuries. The

Keech, as a result of his victory, 
was enriched to the extent of about 
$40,000. He won $20,000 as first 

rize, $5,100 in lap prizes and the 
nll in cash prizes offered by ac- 
cessory Manufacturers. Today's race 
was Keech’s second major competi- 
tion. He finished fourth in the 1928 
race, coming here after gaining fame 
by setting a new world’s record of 
207.55 miles an hour on the beach 
at Daytona, Fla. Before that he was 
an unsung, small-time. dirt track 
driver around Philadelphia. 

In winning the race today, Keech 
exhibited a brand of steady, consist- 
ent and nervy driving which would 
have done credit to the greatest names 
in track history. An outsider with 
the public Keech was never: worse 
off than tenth during the entire 500 
miles. He took the lead at 392 miles 
when Meyers, who was leading at. the 
time, was forced to the pits to replace 
a front tire that was torn to threads 
and to replenish fuel and oil. Mevers

Echoes of the “gag” alleged to have 
been invoked by Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, assistant attorney-gen- 
eral in charge of federal prisons, were 
heard in Atlanta Thursday when it 
was learned that IL. M. Walker, 


trusted lientenant of former Warden 
John’ W: Snook,’ of ‘the Atlanta fed- 


eral penitentiary, has been suspended 
since May 6 for alleged violation of 


the order ‘“‘not to talk.”’ 

A. ©. Aderhold. acting warden of 
the institution since the resignation 
of Snook became effective April 1, 
declined to make any statement re- 
garding the matter as did Walker, but 
reports were that he was charged with 
having given certain information to 
newspapers when a general shake-up 
of the prison occurred by order of 
Mrs. Wiilebrandt immediately after 
Snook quit his post. 

Specific eharges were not available, 
but it was learned that the suspended 
official is slated for a hearing June 7. 
There also were rumors that Walker 
was accused of having attempted to 
block the investigation conducted here 
into administration of the prison by 
Thomas C. Wilcox and C. C. Spear, 
government agents sent to Atlanta “to 
get Snook.” 

He also was said to have criticized 
some of the officials after he was 
transferred in the shake-up from com- 
mand of the front corridor of the

With more than one-third of the 
contests decided, there was a growing 
possibility that the labor party would 
increase its representation in the com- 


mons to such an extent that it would 
be able to form a government. 

At 550 a. m. 212 of the 606 seats 
contested were reported complete. 

The labor party candidates had won 
116 of the 212 seats, representing a 
gain at the expense of the other par- 
ties of 54 seats. Only three seats 
held by the laborites in the last par- 
liament had been lost. 

Conservatives Losing. 

The conservative party, now in 
power under Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin, had won 79 of the 212 seats. 
The conservative candidates had lost 
oO seats which they previously held 
and had gained but one at the expense 
of another party. 

The Hberal party had 13 seats of 
the 212, representing a gain of seven. 
The gain, however, was offset by the 
loss of 10 seats which they had pre- 


viously held. 

Independent candidates had _ ob- 
tained four of the 212 seats recorded. 
Cabinet Members Ousted.

This was divided as follows: Laker, 
$,229,835; conservative, 2.856.023; 
liberal, 1,611,472; others, 105,828. 

Surprising defeats of conservative 
cabinet members and other leaders of 
the party were recorded in the early 
returns. Several narrow escaps from 
defeat also. were reported in what 
usually have been strong conservative 
districts, among them the election of 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, foreign sec- 
retary, by the narrow margin of 43 
votes in Birmingham. 

Lady Astor Is Victor. 

Lady Astor, American-born conserv- 
ative member of parliament, was vic- 
torious but only by the margin of 
211 votes. 

Sir Arthur Steel-Mautland, conserv- 
ative minister of labor, was defeated 
in Erdington division, Birmingham, 
Sir Thomas Inskip, at- 
tourney general. also was defeated. 

The strength of the labor party in 


could result from the _ election—an 
evenly contested race between the lna- 
borites and conservatives which would 
throw the halance of power into the 
hands of Llovd George's liberal party 
and make it impossible to effect for- 
mation of a stable government. 

Indications pointed to formation of 
a new cabinet by MacDonald, because 
Baldwin has said that he would not 
attempt to continue in power unless 
he was given a clear majority in the 
house of commons. MacDonald, how- 
ever, has made it known that he would 
form a government if the labor party 
is strong enough to force Baldwin out 
and the king requests him to do so.

TWO GANGSTERS DIE 
IN CHICAGO FEUD 


Chicago, May 30.—(4)—Two gang- 
sters were killed and a gambler was 
believed held for $20,000 ransom in 
three flareups of Chicago gangland to- 
day. One of the gangsters, . recently 
acquitted of a murder, was found 
in a deserted saloon within shouting 
distance of the Central Police sta- 
tion. downtown. 

The other, identified by an under- 
taker’s receipt .as Dominick Costa, 
was found in a field at Hinsdale, Chi- 
cago suburb, spots of fresh blood in- 
dicating he had not lain there long. 
He had been shot seven times in the 
back, the powder burns nearly destroy- 
ing his shirt. 

The reported. kidnap’ victim was 
“Kid” Austin, who was seen being 
hustled into an automobile by three 
men on the northwest side. An anony- 
mous telephone call to the police said 
he was being held for $20,000 ran- 
som. 

Thomas Mc Elligott, whose body 
was found in’ the saloon known as 
Staley’s Grill, was implicated in an; 
$8,000 robbery last winter and was i 
also named as the purchaser of 

machine gun by Russell Thompson, 
gun salesman, who was quizzed in 
the Moran gang massacre. | 

Michael Reilly and William Clif- 
ford, fellow-racketeers and gunmen of 
Me Elligott, who were implicated in 
robberies with him and who were ac- 
quitted with him for the murder of a 
garage attendant last year, were found 
slain in Cicero several weeks ago. 

No one who witnessed the Me Elli- 
gott killing was fownd. A man in 
the rear of the saloon called to a 
police sergeant that “someone had met 


with an accident,” and the sergeant 
on investigation found the body, face 
down, in the basément. The gangster 
had been shot once through the heart. 

Costa, found in Hinsdale, had no 
formal police record but was known 
as an associate of hoodlums. The po- 
lice believe that he had become well 
acquainted with the activities of gang- 
sters who considered him a potential 
“stool pigeon’ and disposed of him.
